And as rapidly 
‘as possible allotted Indians should be brought under the 
sway of local law, into activity in local affairs, sharing 
with their white neighbors in local interests. 


the “Mohonk Conference.” . 


The “Mohonk conference” meets each year in October, 
to consider the interests of the Indian, to get intelligence 
directly from the “field” through agents, teachers and 
missionaries, to compare Views, and to influence public 
opinion by the dissemination of information. Albert 
K. Smiley, a member of the United States Board of In- 
dian Commissioners, for some twenty years past has in- 
vited from 200 to 300 people of prominence to come to 
Lake Mohonk as his guests for a three days’ conference 
with the Board of Indian Commissioners who hold thetr 
autumnal meeting there in October, each year. Ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes, President Roosevelt (while a Civil-Service . - 
Commissioner,) members of the Cabinet, Senators, Rep- 
resentatives, editors, preachers, college presidents and 
professors, and practical business men of public spirit, 
for six hours a day have conferred with department of- 
ficials, teachers and missionaries from the agencies, and 
ethnologists and travelers who are interested in the In- 
dian. Much of the most useful legislation for Indians, and — 
many of the most helpful measures of administration 
have had their origin in these “Mohonk conferences upon 
Indian affairs.” 


UNDERWATER WARFARE MADE 
RUSSIAN MARVEL, CALLED THE “RADIOSON.” 


{[St. Petersburg Correspondence London Express:] 
Admiral Makarov, the author of the celebrated dem- 
onstration of the instability of the Victoria, has evolved 
an invention which will probably cause a sensation in 
naval circles. The admriral’s invention consists of an 
apparatus which gives warning of the approach of sub- 
marines by means of sound. : 

It is called the “radioson,” and several successful ex- 
periments have been made at Cronstadt. By connecting : 
the contrivance with the military telephone system the . 
whole course of Whitehead torpedoes off Cronstadt 
was transmitted to an officer seated in a room in one 
of the government offices in St. Petersburg. : 
Neither weather for any other circumstances affect 
the accuracy of ascertaining the direction and speed of 
the object under observation. The radioson will detect 
the submarine foe at night, in a storm, or in a foz at 
any distance as unerringly as in broad daylight or a 
dead calm.

Here they earn their way, by do- 
ing farm work, house work and “chores;” and they at- 
tend the public school of the district, and by associating

If the radioson does all that is claimed therefor, 
naval warfare of the future will be conducted on an en- 
tirely new ecientific basis. Besides being a war in- 
vention, however, the radioson is also for use in times 
of peace. 

It can be sunk any distance into the earth, and then, 
owing to its extraordinary sensitiveners to the slightest 
sound, it will disclose the presence of springs of water. 
‘In this role the radioson recalls the acoustic device used 
by the Arabs in the Sahara, but it vastly exceeds in 
delicacy the primitive apparatus of the Bedcuin. 

No details have as yet been published, but it is known 
that the radioson consists essentially of a sending ap- 
paratus, which transmits sounds cf very low intensity, 
and enables the man at the receiver to trace both dis- 
tance and direction of the object emitting the sound.
